The  income  in  1940  from  all  sources  was  $62,317.34. 
Donations,  most  of  which  came  from  The  Greater  Boston 
Community  Fund,  amounted  to  $31,307.13.  We  acknowl- 
edge with  appreciation  the  continued  support  of  The 
Skating  Club  of  Boston,  The  Dean  Foundation  for  the 
Care  of  Children,  The  Wellesley  College  Service  Fund, 
The  Wellesley  Junior  Service  League,  and  our  many  other 
generous  friends. 

The  operation  of  the  Home  cost  $76,323.25,  which 
made  it  necessary  to  draw  on  free  funds  to  the  amount 
of  $14,000.91.  We  received  in  unrestricted  legacies 
$1,032.31  and  in  restricted  funds  $500.00.  Our  books 
were  audited  by  the  firm  of  Lybrand,  Ross  Brothers  and 
Montgomery.

The  Convalescent  Home  cared  for  432  boys  and 
girls  from  infancy  to  twelve  years.  The  average 
number  of  patients  was  66  daily,  and  each  child 
stayed  about  56  days. 

Children  are  given  convalescent  care  when  acute 
illness  is  over  and  home  conditions  are  inadequate.
